As soon as he had taken office, Petain met with his 
colleagues under President Albert Lebrun. Immediately 
thereafter Paul Baudoin, the new foreign minister, gave a 
secret communication to Jose Felix de Lequierica y Etquiza, 
Spanish ambassador, for his old friend Generalissimo Fran- 
ciseo Franco, the Spanish Nationalist leader and friend of 
Adolf Hitler and Benito Mussolini. This communication, it 


was indicated, asked Franco to convey a message to the) 


German high command asking for peace. 


The French high command had already issued its 
morning communique when Petain, the 84-year-old hero 
of Verdun, made a radio speech of hardly two minutes to 
the French nation, announcing that he had contacted 
France’s ancient enemy, now in Paris and at the final 
French defense line of the Loire. The Maginot line had 
been surrounded. 


It was with this in mind that the aged soldier told his 
people that he, in office to do his tragic task, had given up 


the fight perforce. 

The military situation, he said, was of an extremely | 
grave nature. The German columns were plunging south- 
ward. The German easternmost column had crossed the} 
Saone river in the heart of the industrial region of the enat | 
and near the Swiss border.

Heroic France has been bludgeoned 
into helplessness and can fight no more, 
Half its territory over-run by the enemy, 
the Maginot line turned, its people wan- 
dering homeless and foodless on the high- 
ways, its army without reserves, without 
equipment, without munitions—it could 
not continue to make war, it could only 
continue to be beaten. When Petain and 
Weygand agreed that resistance had ceas- 
ed to be possible, France had reached the 
limit of power to defend itself.

Canada Answers The Call 


Canadians and their Government have 
been quick to sense the lightning change 
in the war situation which came about 
through the fall of Paris and the rapid 
progress of the enemy offensive into 
France, and the drastic change in our 
national war effort that must be made 
because of that unforeseen development. 

People in all parts of the Dominion 
were thrilled by the message of assurance 
that Prime Minister King on Friday sent 
to Premier Reynaud, pledging the 
sources of the Dominion to the limit to 
make this support effective. The pledge

still stands. Only the objective has 
changed. To restore France is now not 
less our duty than to support it while it 


was still able to fight. 

Action anticipated the promise, rather 
than kept pace with it. Already “every 
instrument of war” the Dominion had was 
on the way to the fighting zone—even to 
Ross rifles discarded the last 
Planes, guns, shells, ammunition, had gone 
overseas when the Prime Minister spoke.

The Passing Show

One old girl who did her bit in the World 
War has died as she likely would prefer to die— 
doing her bit in the present war for the men of 
the B.E.F. who suffered wounds in the fighting 
in Flanders. She is Florrie Forde, buxom and 
jovial favorite of the British music halls. She 
collapsed and died the other 
day at Aberdeen, after having 
sung to the wounded fellows in 
the military hospital there, her 
favorite song: “Good-bye-ee.”. The chorus, 
picked up by the men on the hospital cots goes 
thus: 

Wipe the tear, baby dear, from your eye-ee. 
Good-bye-ee, don’t cry-ee, 

Most popular songs are a mixture of gibber- 
ish and slush, but théy rally the spirits of the 
singers and link them in a bond of gaiety and 
uplift, Florrie Forde in 1913; then in her prime, 
was singing in the Pavilion at Douglas in the 
Isle of Man, a new song called “Tipperary.” The 
rollicking tune made people join in the chorus, 
so at the outbreak of war she sang it to the 
soldiers at their concerts. Soon a million men 
were marching to battlefields in France to the 
tune of “Tipperary.” 

British theatre-goers do not tire of their 
favorites, and the jolly 210 pound Florrie, who 
had risen from chorus girl to principal boy and 
music hall star never lost her popularity. She 
was 63 at the time of her death. Parents, hus- 
band and fourteen brothers and sisters had all 
pre-deceased her. It was a good way to go— 
in the midst of cheering the sufferers in the 
fight to preserve democratic institutions.

The two youngsters frankly admitted their 
offence, but when they said they had mistaken 
the horse for a snipe, captain, commander and 
accuser went into fits of laughter, with the 
result that the rancher withdrew the charge and 
invited the two luckless shots to dinner.

Over the brow of a hill they'd 
sighted the ears of the horse pricked up at the 
sound of their coming, and let go all four barrels.

- Wounded men in Aberdeen and other mili- 
tary hospitals fare better than did sick and 
wounded men in the days when Admiral Fisher 
was a midshipman and sub-lieutenant. At 
Havana in the early seventies, on board H.M.S. 
Swallow, yellow fever broke out. Though the 
vessel had power, sail was set 
for Halifax. The yellow fever 
victims were kept on deck 
under an awning al! through 
a storm off Cape Hatteras. Each day men died. 
Two in desperation jumped overboard. Says 
the Admiral of the treatment of that day. “In 
order to cure them they were litterally stuffed 
with food, and force was used if they refused to 
take it.” It was not known then that yellow 
fever germs were transmitted by a mosquito. 

More surprising still was the treatment for 
cholera when that dread disease broke out on 
board H.M.S. Teazer on duty in the Red Sea. 
Forty of the sick men lay on deck till they were 
taken ashore on a snake-infested island where 
white ants devoured clothing, boots, food, etc. 
Thirteen died, but the remainder, including the 
ship's doctor recovered. Says Admira] Fisher, 
“As the hospital was full, our doctor had to be 
put into a padded ‘D.T” ward, where his legs 
were ‘fired,’ or burnt with red-hot irons, this 
being considered part of the curative treatment 
for cholera in these days” (1879). 

One wonders if some of the medical wisdom 
of today will seern as odd sixty years hence.

In Our Midst 


Nazi and Bolshevik subversive organizations 
proceed with the greatest discretion. They 
even prompt men on the street, the dissatisfied, 
to talk rashly in order to focus gttention on 
them, and, so, divert, suspicion. Inoffensive 
“bagoulards” should not be mistaken for Nazi 
sympathizers, Moreover, every foreigner is not 
necessarily pro-Hitler, Again, those who feel 
nervous because of certain Allied failures, or 
nurse grievances against certain democratic 
regimes should mind their words and avoid 
offending the weak. In war-time, one must be 
cautious in his criticism of Allied countries. 
Secondly, the surest way to frustrate the opera- 
tions of the members of the Fifth Column is to 
proceed just as they do, methodically, Which 
means systematic organization conducted by 
competent authorities. Over-zealous individuals, 
if left to their own incitement, would endanger 
success, for too spirited action would invite the 
Nazis to steal their way into the movements 
designed to counter-act their activities. Thirdly, 
strike at the head. Members of the Canadian 
Communist party are the main agents of Naziism 
in Canada. In fact, it is to be noted that, after 
some fhonths of seeming rest, Tim Buck's fol- 
lowers held an important congress in Toronto, 
and, last week, in Montreal, where 300 dele- 
gates met in deliberation. Canadian Bol- 
sheviks do not favor the organization of the 
Fifth Column out of sympathy for Naziism, but 
simply to take advantage of the circumstances, 
cause trouble and seek their own destructive 
ends.—L’Action Catholique (Quebec). 


The “Side-Door” Ramp 


On Thursday last week in parliament there 
was a demonstration of confidence in Prime 
Minister King such as the Canadian House of 
Commons has rarely seen. It ended, it is to be 
hoped, the attempt, as Mr. Powers described it, 
of those whom the Canadian people rejected 
overwhelmingly two months ago to sneak in at 
the back door in defiance of the electoral vote. 

The demonstration of complete confidence 
in Mr, King and Mr. Ralston (two statesmen 
who complentent each other admirably) and in 
the government followed a ten-day blitzkrieg 
partly in the House and partly outside. Com- 
menting on it The Toronto Star says: 


The circumstances are common knowledge. 
Only two months ago an election was held in 
which there were three clearly defined issues: 
the government's war record, the leadership 
of Mr. King, and the formation of a national 
government, The government's record was 
confirmed, Mr. King’s leadership was con- 
firmed, and the national government proposal 
was defeated by a vote of the people which 
gave Mr. King the largest majority any leader 
has ever achieved in the history of Canada. 
Yet for ten days or more the opposition has 
kept nagging away at the Prime Minister and 
his government with the suggestion that the 
very things which the electors so overwhelm- 
ingly approved should now be repudiated; 
that Mr. King should go and that a national 

government should be formed. As Hon. Mr. 
Power put it yesterday in parliament, the 
party which was shut out at the front door by 
the electors has been endeavoring to get in at 
the side door in defiance of the electors. 


The political campaign, which drove many 
non-Liberals to vote for the government in 
Sheer disgust at opposition tactics, and the blitz- 
krieg of recent days and similar in method, both 
stemmed from Toronto and apparently from the 
Same group. Even Premier Hepburn dared to 
get into it in his customary manner. Possibly, 
if Canada’s war effort is to be saved from dis- 
ruption by continuous sniping of this kind, it 
may be well to enquire into this situation as 
something apart from normal politics.—Saska- 
toon Star-Phoeniz,

It is rather interesting to note that with the 
possible exception of Sir John A. Macdonald, 
the prime ministers of Canada who have been 
knighted accepted unwillingly. In the case of 
Sir John the completion of Confederation was a 
justifiable reason for his accepting the title, 
especially since he had a wife to whom “Lady 
Macdonald” was more pleasing than plain “Mrs. 
Macdonald.” The second prime minister, Alex- 
ander Mackenzie, politely refused the honor. 
Sir John Macdonald’s successor, J. J. C. Abbott 
accepted the title as a matter of course as did

ROCKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE, June 17—Thirty vears ago, Joseph 
Frost came out from England and took up a homestead 10 miles north 
east of Rocky. In those days the country was all bush and muskeg, and 
neighbor homesteaders sho with mirth when Frost talked of plant- 
ing an orchard. An ore! A pipe dream! Grow fruit in central 
Alberta, at an altitude of over 3,000 feet, where muskegs Coaxed frost 


late in the spring and early th 

But Mr. Frost persisted 
he cleared his farm and did well 
enough that he bought a tractor 
so he could do bis farm work in 
as short a time as possible. The 
rest of the long summer days he 
devoted to his orchard. 


He has crabapples, plums and 
cherries, besides the smal! fruits, 
raspberries, currants and strawber 
ries. To see his orchard in blossom 
time in the spring is to make one 
think he is looking at an Ontario 
farm or one in gouthern British 
Columbia. To the many who have 
never seen fruit trees in bloom, the 
sight is worth seeing. Crowds of 
people come miles to see The 
blossoms were exceptionally late 
this spring, but Mr. Frost does not 
| think it will make any difference 


as all the trees bloomed well 


IDEA SPREADS 
Neighbers who laughed so heart 


ily at the idea of an orchard ou 
here, now get cuttings and advice 
from Mr. Frost and are starting 
small fruit gardens of their own 
Mr. Frost has no idea that this will 


be a fruit belt, But he insists that 


anyone can grow crabapples, plums 
and cherries if he will look after 
the trees and grow a good wind 
break on the north side, 
FINE FRUIT 

He is starting a second orchard 
but these tree are not ready to 
bloom yet. Last fall he sold boxes 
of crabapples, and the town women 
who bought them, say they make 
splendid jelly, as good as any im 
ported fruit 

Besides his two orchards, Mr 
Frost has a lovely sloping lawn 
with ornamental hrubs and a 
clipped hedge of lilacs. A bachel 
he farms h half section and does 
all his own farm, garden and house- 
work, with help now and ther 
when crops rush him too much.
